roklo, Jan. 3.— The Russian and Japanese commissioners appointed to arrange the 
terms of the capitulation of the Russian forces at Port Arthur, signed the compact of sur- 
render at 9.45 o'clock last night. 

. As the outcome of overtures by ©eneral Stoessel, made to Gen. NogI on Sunday, 
looking to the surrender of Port Arthur, conditions of capitulation were yesterday arranged 
by the accredited representatives of the beleaguered garrison and of the triumphant be- 
sieging army. The terms are not yet officially aiinounced, but It Is regarded at Tokio as 
probable that the garrison will be permitted to evacuate with all the honors of war, bear- 
ing their arms, and returnlnfl to Russia on parole— their word of honor being accepted 
that they will not again take the field against the Japanesf . It Is said that Gen. Stoessel 
made good his promise to fight valiantly until the end, capitulation only being determined 
upon after three brave generals-Including Gen. Fock, declared by correspondents to have 
been the real hero of the long defence- had perished, and the supplies of ammunition had 
been exhausted. The Russian warships were, with the coming of the Inevitable fateful 
hour, destroyed by the Russians to prevent their falling Into the hands of the triumphant 
enemy, with the exception of a few torpedo boat destroyers under Rear Admiral Wlren, 
which succeeded, with 800 troops, In eluding the vigilant Japanese, and has reached 
Tslngau. Perls reports declare the town of Port Arthur enveloped In flames, although 
such advices as yet are unconfirmed. Russian officers reaching Chefoo pronounce the 
horrors of coiiditlons with the fallen fortress IndescMbatle. 

With the capture of Poit Arthur— whose gallant defence Is claimed to have saved Ihe 
main Russian army-General Nogl's army Is left free to co-operate with Field Marshal 
Oyama in pressing the attack upon General Kuropalkin In the vicinity of Mukden, where 
also h.-^iavy lijihtlng Is now reported. 

No t'tfinite news is had as to the future utilization by Russia of Admiral Rojestven- 
sky's squadron, although It Is suggested that it will strive to make a juncture with the 
ships at Vladivostock, which may next expect a Japanese attack. Or It may at any 
moment receive stop orders. 

The Japanese magnanimity toward the surrendered garrison evokes most favorable 
comment In Europe, while Russian offlaldom receives the news of Port Arthur's fall with 
equanimity -even with relief. It Is declared that Russia, as well as Japan, wll prosecute 
the war with augmented vigor, and the capture of General Stoessel's stronghold Is not 
likely to materially Influence the termination of the war.

"lu tlie Uuite<l States," 'lie says, "a 
trust company can undertake a bank- 
ing business, the guurantceiu;,' of hnul 
titles, tlie underwriting of stock, anil 
practically everyt'hing and anything ol' 
•an agency description that \\ill pay." 
iltec-eui years 'have furnished an ab\iii- 
dauee of trust companies in tho Uiuteil 
Stiites lor the special purpose of Heat- 
ing advantageously vast <iuanlitu's oi 
^vatcrtnl stock. The investigation <>( liic 
courts has cast upon the nuuie "trust 
company" in the United States a cer- 
tain atnou'ut of suspicion, and at the 
present time a lively agitation is tak- 
ing iilacc in till' linanciiil journals and 
amongst responsible linancial men lor 
the purpose of effecting a 'better regu- 
lation of such coniipaiiios, and also for 
a (ii!liiiilion of llieir functions. 

In Canada, however, the conditions 
aro different and the character of the 
trust company is diflerent. Mr. Heatou 
eays that tho BWinager of a well-con- 
ducted trust company in either Canada 
or Australia, if asked -wheiUer all the 
privileges enjoyed by the United States 
companies should Iw exercised by tlieir 
compa'nies, would answer that "there 
are some things which ought jiot to lie 
done by a company in which the govern- 
■meut grants a charier for the purpose 
of alteuding to the interests of its 
wards, the orphan, the lielpless and iu- 
sanc. It must not incur obligations to 
the public except in its capacity as trus- 
lee; and ihe invasion of tho linancial de- 
piirliueiil store niusi be repelieil. be- 
caitse the company which is couliucU 
to the functions of executor and trus- 
tee needs protection froni_ the competi- 
tion of the genei'al agent." 

According to the in-inlcd prospectus 
or: the .Northern Trusts (.'oiiiiiany, whicli 
is at the present tiiiii! being ilisiribuied, 
rliey are emiiowereil by their act of iu- 
corporaiiini "lo exercise all tlie iunctiuns 
of a trust and Inan cuiiipaiiy, to ai.-t as 
ngeni, inistee, ocecutor, adininist ratiir 
and liiiuidator of estates, make invesl- 
luent of tnisl funds ciiniinitliii to its 
care, or ad as agent for any liersoii 
holiliiig any such nllicr." Thesis powers 
seem bread uimuu'h but ari' not as ex- 
tensive as tliuse held and exercised by

of stocks. Speukiliu' wirh the managing 
iliiector of the new trust cmiipany, -Mr. 
It. T. liiley, llie inipri'ssioii was gath- 
ered that the <'Oiiipany will '•■•nline itself 
sidely lo trust liusiness. In <loing so he 
claims they will do a very large busi- 
ness aind that such a company is need- 
ed in Western 'Canada. This may be 
taken to reUect the opinion of the other 
directors who have subscribed largely 
for the stock, and their influence alone 
will place a large amount of purely trust 
business in the hands of their company.

Ballard, Wii.s^li., Doc. 31.— Tho fiblior- 
lucn of I!iilliu-(1 are not plouised with the 
siiggostioiis iiiado dCor legisiution govoni- 
iiig liafhiug and 'making a closed season 
at certain periods. There iiro about 400 
li-shwiuen iu tljia city, and H. Z. V/at- 
ney, who bus lived on tiie Sound for 
eit^htoen yours, and who is interested in 
llui lisliing iiropo.sil'ioii, was cliosen by 
llio iishenmoii to givu their side of tho 
.story. Mr. W'atucy .said today: 

"In tho Post-Intelligencer of Deeeni- 
bor 27 appeared an article stating thai 
t'ho Pugot Sound canners bad bold a 
mooting to suggest methods to preserve 
the .salmon ILshing industry. Tho result 
of the moetiiig was that a few cannery- 
men decided upon t'ho following propos- 
ed legislation: A weekly close of thirty- 
six hours during the open mouths of in- 
tervening liifliiug seasons, and a com- 
idote shut-down for the years 1900 and 
1UU8. In 1007 fish, may be cauglit witb> 
out restraint. It furtSier states that 
these people will introduice a bill and 
secure its passage by the legislature at 
the next sossiou which slmll make It 
unlawful for salmon of any kind to bo 
taken in 1000 and lUOS. Tlio arlielo 
hoiu that tho time of critical danger 
had arrived, and that it was n6cessr-y to 
take some steps to protect fish and can- 
ning companies and th«ir resources, and 
that eo-opi'ralion was necessary. 

"If a bill of this nature, probititing 
seine ami u'ill net fishernieu from fishing 
and eariiiiii; a li ve!ili'..K>..! for tbeiiiselves 
and families were passed, heeome i\ law 
and 'be eiitor.!'.!. ii would ]uove most 
.lisaslroiis lo nion- than li.rillO si'iiie and 
rill net lislieniien who live on the 
Sound. Thcsi.. ni- n s.'areely earn a (l<il- 
la r the year around <nitsiil(! of lisbiiig. 
Tliey have tliiMr little savings iiiv<.steil 
ill tlieir iiet.s and niatei-ial in k.'.'p 
repairs, etc., nii.l in this way have iiia.le 
a living on tin- S.mml since long before 
Ush trails wire introduced into these 
waters. The pioiiosed ibill would prove 
a great prutoetion to the cannery peo- 
pb'. who would shut domi their traps 
a 11.

"It is a shrewd business proi>osition 
f( r the eaiiiiiTynii'ii. For iiistaneo, next 
year will he llie big year, or_f(>ili--cyclo 
period, when the lieaviest run wijl be 
I'lleoiintereil. lOsery eaiilieryiiiail 'lliat 
knows his business will make all his 
lireparalioiis lo ban. lie a record pick. 
They will Ilieii probably be able to sup- 
|ily the markets of the world for two 
years or more, and eoiild safidy name 
the prii'C of tlieir goods with a liig pmlit 
and get il. .After that pack is made, the 
law would say there would be no more 
lisliing until a year bad elapsed.

"In IIKIT, with an open season, liis

Tho large dealprs are in tho 
business for iproUts, whilu the smaller 
fishernieu lire in -the touslnesa' for a liv- 
ing for. eUomselvoB nud tlieir families. 
The clOstug for thirty-six hours woodcly 
would be satisfactory, umlmibtedly, to 
inost fisjiermen, providing the jiropcr 
ineasuiies "wero taken. The lish should 
have the route to the spawning grounds 
without boiiig hindered by tho trap 
loads, wliidi nuis-t ho lifted out of the 
wati'r at closing in many places, so ;i.s to 
lei t'ho fish pass by. It would not be 
stUIleieiit to close the tiiiinels or ei:- 
trances to the iK)t of a trap if the lend 
is allowed to stand during tho closed 
hours. Tho fish will load to llio heart 
mid circle around there tiiitil the tun- 
nel opens again. 

'"Tliey liavo gatlliered there in great 
numbers «ud ■^vill be cauifht just the 
same. TQie traps are set out each year 
ii'hout Juno 1, and remain in the water 
fl-shing night and day^cantinuously until 
October 15 each year. The selno fishers 
and gill net fishermen have thcdr nets in 
the water fr yva tlireo to six hours during 
each twenty-four in moderate -wieatheir, 
and t'boii when the run is on only. Now 
is tho time to protect the fish, hut the 
lishernien should see that no such hill 
as that proposed by the canneonnen hc- 
come.s a law, as in tho oveiit it does 
their occupation is gone.
